ing “terrorism”. In general terms, condi- 
tions there have developed much as they 
have in some other areas where a large 
minority was yoked together with a dom- 
inant majority of an entirely different and 
perhaps none too sympathetic race. 

The remedy proposed is that the Sud- 
eten area be turned over to Germany, and 
that the republic as thus remaining be 
neutralized, in the sense that Switzerland 
is a neutral. To this end Lord Runciman 
sees four things to be necessary. The 
Czech Government must suppress agita- 
tion calculated to stir up trouble with the 
neighbors. It must revise foreign 
policy so as to assure neighboring states 
it will not attack them nor enter any hos- 
tile combination against them. The neu- 
tralised state must be given international 
guarantee against aggression. A com- 
mercial treaty should be arranged between 
Czechoslovakia and Germany if this is 
thought to be mutually advantageous 

What this amounts to is that the fort- 
the Peace Conference erected 
to keep peace in mid-Europe should be 
dismantled. Czechoslovakia, it is propos- 
ed, be reduced to the status of Belgium be- 
fore the Great War—guaranteed against 
attack and forbidden to take sides in in- 
nal disputes.
